est Idea at this time of giving up at 
all.

Bat to return to my experience 


while concealed In the house. • After 
the visit of the soldiers, which left 
the house In a wretched condition, I 
decided that I would continue my Jour- 
ney towards the frontier, particularly 
as I had gotten all I could out of Huy- 
liger, or rather he had gotten all be 
was going to get out of me. 


During my concealment in the house 
had made various sorties inta the 


city at night, and I was beginning to 
feel more comfortable even when Ger- 
mnh soldiers were about 
Through 


the keyhole I had studied" very 
closely the gait of the Belgians, the 
;lovenly droop that characterized most 
of-thera, and their general appearance, 
and I felt that in my own dirty and nn- 
shaven condition I must have looked 
as much like the average poor Belgian 
as a man 'could. The only thing that 
was against me was my height. I was 
several Inches taller than even the 
:allest Belgians.^ I had often thought 


red hair would have gone good 


with my name, but now, of course, I , 
was mighty glad that I was not so 
endowed, for red-hnlred Belgians are 
about as rare as German charity. 


There are many, no doubt, who will 


wonder why I did not get more help 
hnu I did at this time. It Is easily 
answered. When a man Is In hourly 
lear of his life and the country is full 
if spies, as Belgium certainly was, he 


at a loss to know bow I irns going to 
ask for what I wanted. 


While trying to make up my mind 


whether It was safe for me to go in I 
walked half a block past the place,'and 
when I turned back again and reached 
the entrance with my mind made up 
that I would take the chance I ran full 
tilt into a German officer who was just 
coming out. 


That settled all my hankerings for 


moving pictures that night "Where 
you came from, my friend," I figured, 
"there must be more like you! 1 guess 
Jt is a good night tor walking."1 


The next day, however, In recalling 


the incident of the Evening before, It 


s not going to help just anyone that 
:omes along seeking aid. One of the 
Jerman's most successful ways of trap- 
ting the Belgians has been to pose aa 
in English or French prisoner who has 
'scaped, appeal to them for aid, impll- 
ate as many as possible, and then 
urn the whole German police force 
oose on them. As I look back on 
hose days I think It remarkable that 
I received as much help as I did, but 
wben people are starving under the 
conditions now forced upon thost un- 
fortunate people, it Is a great ten/pta- 
tlon to surrender these escaped pris- 
oners to German authorities and re- 
ceive the handsome ren-ards offered 
(or them-—or for alien spies, as I was 
classed at (hat time. 


The passport which I had described 


me as a Spanish sailor, but I was 
very dubious about its value. If I 
could have spoken Spanish fluently it 
plight have been worth something to 
me, but the few words I knew of, the 
language would not have carried mo 
very far If I had been confronted with 
a Spanish Interpreter. I decided to 
use the passport only as a last resort, 
preferring to" act the part of a deaf 
and dumb Belgian peasant as far as 
it would carry me. 


Before I finally left the house I had 


a remarkable experience which I shall 
remember as long as I live.

fruit juice for 40 minutes at a tem- 
perature'of'165 degrees F. Remove 
the product, press cork In top over 
cotton stopper immediately. If the 
cork fits well, no paraffin need be 
used. If a poor cork. It may be neces- 
sary to dip the cork In a melted solu- 
tion of wax or paraffin. Fruit juices 
arid apple cider when handled In this 
way will not "flatten In taste" and 
will keep fresh for future use.

I have mentioned before; If anyone has 
the idea that this war can be won by 
starving the Huns, he hasn't the slight- 
est idea how welj provided the Ger- 
mans are In that respect. They have 
considered their food needs in connec- 
tion with their resources for several 
years to come and they have gone at 
it in such a methodical, systematic 
way, taking into consideration every 
possible contingency, that provided 


! there Is not an absolute crop failure, 
there isn't the slightest doubt in my 
mind that they can last for years, and 
the worst of it Is they are very cock-, 
sure about it themselves. 


It is'true'that the German soldiers 


want peace. 
As i watched them 


through the keyhole in the door I 
thought how unfavorably they 'com- 
pared with our men. They marched 
along the street without laughter, with- 
out Joking, without singing. It was

CHAPTER XIV. 


A Night of Dissipation. 


During the first two days I spent 


with Huyliger after I had first arrived 
In the big city, he had told me, among 
other things, of a moving picture show 
In town which he said I might have a 
chance to see while there. 


"It Is free every night In the week 


except Saturdays and Sundays," he 
paid, "and once you are inside you 
would not be apt to be bothered by 
anyone except when they come to tak« 
your order for something to drink.

A day or two later, while walking 


the streets at night In search for food, 
I had passed this place and was very 
much tempted to go in and.spend a 
tew hours, particularly as it would 
perhaps give me an opportunity to 


seemed to me that I had been rather 
foolish. 
What I needed more than 


anything else at that time was confi- 
dence. Before I could get to the fron- 
tier I would have to confront German 
soldiers many times, because there 
were more of them between this city 
and Holland than In any section of the- 
country through which I had so far 
traveled. 
Safety in these conting- 


encies would depend largely upon the- 
calmness I displayed. It wouldn't do 
to get all excited at the mere sight of 
a spiked helmet. The Belgians, I had 
noticed, while careful 
to obey the 


orders of the Huns, showed no partic- 
ular fear of them, and It seemed to 
me the sooner I cultivated the same 
feeling of indifference the better I 
would be able to carry off the part I 
was playing. 


For this reason I made up my mind 


then and there that, ofllcers or no of- 
ficers, I would go to that show that 
night and sit It through no matter 
what happened. While people may 
think that I had decided unwisely bf- 
cause of the unnecessary risk Involved 
In the adventure, It occurred to me 
that perhaps after all that theater was 
about one of the safest places I could 
attend because that was^about the last 
place Germans would eipect to find a 
fugitive English officer in even If they 
were searching for me.. 


As soon as evening came, therefore, 


I started out for the theatre.. I fixed 
myself up as well as possible. I had 
on a fairly decent pair of pants which 
Huyllger had given me and I used a 
clean handkerchief as a collar. 


With my hair brushed up and ;my 


beard trimmed as neatly as possible 
with a pair of rusty scissors which I 
had found in the house, while' my ap- 
pearance was not exactly that of a 
Beau Brummel, I don't think I looked 
much worse than the average Belgian. 
In these days the overage Belgian is 
very poorly dressed at best. 


I can't say I had no misgivings as I 


made my way to the theatre; cer- 
tainly I was going there more for dis- 
cipline than pleasure, but I hud made 
up my mind that I was going there to 
sen It through. 


The entrance to the theatre or beer 


garden, for It was as much one as the 
other, was on the side of the building 
and was reached by way of an alley 
which "ran alongside. Near the. door 
was a ticket-seller's booth, but as, 'this 
was one of the free nights there 'waf 
no one in the booth. 


I marched slowly down the alley 


Imitating as best I could the Indiffer- 
ent gait of the Belgians, and when 1 
entered the theater endeavored to act 
as though I had been there many time? 
before. A hasty survey of the layout 
of the place was sufficient to enable 
me to select my seat. It was early and 
there were not more than half a dozen 
people In the place at that time, so 
that I had my choice. 


There was a raised platform, per- 


haps two feet high, all around the 
walls of the place except at' the! end 
where the stage was located. On' this 


came in, but' no one, except those who 
sat at my own table, would notice me 
unless they deliberately turned around 
to look. 


The place began to fill up rapidly. 


Every second person who came In the 
place seemed to me to be a German 
soldier, but when they were seated at 
the tables and I got a chance later, on 
to make a rough count, I found that 
in all there were not more than a hun- 
dred soldiers in tne place and there 
must have been several hundred civil- 
ians. 


The first people to sit at my table 


were a Belgian and his wife. The Bel- 
gian sat next to me -and his wife next 
to him. I was hoping that other civil- 
ians would occupy the remaining two 
seats at my table, because I did not 
relteh the idea of having to sit through 
the show with German soldiers within 
a few feet of me. That would certainly- 
have spoiled my pleasure for the even- 
Ing. 


Every uniform that came in the door 


gave me cause to worry until I was 
sure it was not coming In my direction. 
I don't suppose there was a single sol- 
dier who came in the door whom I 
didn't follow to his seat—with my 
eyes, 


Just before they lowered the lights, 


two German ofllcers entered. 
They 


stood at the door for a moment look- 
ing the place over. Then they made a 
beeltno in my direction and I must 
confess my heart started to beat a

little faster. I hoped that they would 
find another seat before they came to 
my vicinity, but 
they were getting 


nearer and nearer and I realized with 
a sickening sensation that they were 
headed'directly for the two seats at 
my table, and that was Indeed the 
case. 


These two seats were In front of the 


table facing the stage and except when 
the ofllcers .would be eating or drink- 
Ing their backs were toward me, and 
there -was considerable consolation in 
that. From my seat I could have 
reached right over and touched one of 
them on his bald head. It would have 
been more than a touch, I am afraid. 
If I could have gotten away with it 
safely. 


As the ofllcers seated themselves, 


a waiter came t6 us with a printed 
bill-of-fare and program. Fortunately, 
he' waited on the others first and I 


, listened Intently to their orders. The 


platform tables were arranged, and I officers ordered some light wine, but 
there were tables on the floor proper 
my Belgian neighbor ordered "Bock" 


centimes. The smallest chacsa I bad 
was a two-mark paper bill 


Apparently the German officers were 


similarly fixed and when they offered 
their bill to the waiter, he handed it 
back to them with a remark which I 
took to mean that he couldn't make 
change. 


Right there I was In a quandary. To 


offer him my bill after he had Just 
told the officers he didn't have change 
would have seemed strange, and yet I 
couldn't explain to him .that I was in 
the same boat and he would have to 
come to me again later. The only 
thing to do, therefore, was to offer 
him the bill as though I hadn't heard 
or noticed what had happened with 
the Germans, and I did so. He said 
the same thing to me as he had sail 
to the officers, perhaps a little more 
sharply, and gave me back the bill. 
Later on, he returned to the table with 
a handful of change and we closed the 
transaction. I gave him 25 centimes 
as a tip—I had never yet been'to a 
place where It was necessary to talk 
to.do that 


During my first half hour in that 


theatre, to say I was on pins and 
needles Is to express 
my feelings 


mildly. The truth of the matter Is I 
was never so nneasy In my life. Every 
minute seemed like an hour, and a 
dozen times I was on the point of get- 
ting up and leaving. There were al- 
together too many soldiers In the place 
to suit me, and when the,German of- 
ficers seated themselves right at my 
table I thought that was about all I 
could stand. As It was, however, the 
lights went out shortly afterwards and 
In the dark I felt considerably easier^ 


After the first picture, when the 


Ilgbjs went up again, I had regained 
my composure considerably and I took 
advantage of the opportunity to study 
the various types of people In the 
place. 


From my seat I had a splendid 


chance to see them all. At one table 
there was a-German medical corps of- 
ficer with .three Bed Cross nurses. 
That was the only time I- had ever 
seen a German curse, for when I was 
In the hospital I had seen only men 
orderlies. • Nurses didn't work ao near 
the first line trenches.. 


The German soldiers at the different 


tables were very quiet and orderly. 
They drank bock beer and conversed 
among themselves, but there was no 
hilarity or rough-housing of any kind., 


As I sat there, within arm's reach 


of .those German ofllcers and realized 
what they would have given to know 
what a Chanel; they had to capture an 
escaped British officer, I could hardly 
help smiling to myself, but when I 
thought of the big risk I was taking, 
more or less unnecessarily, I began to 
wonder whether I had not acted fool- 
ishly in undertaking it 


Nevertheless, the evening passed off 


uneventfully and when the show was 
over I mixed with the crowd and dis- 
appeared, feeling very proud of myself 
and with a good deal more confidence 
than I had enjoyed at the start 


I hnd passed a night which will live 


la my life as long as 1 live. The bill 
of fare and program and a "throw- 
nway" bill advertising the name of 
the attraction which was to be pre- 
sented the following week which was 
handed to me as I came out, I stifl 
have and they are among the most 
vaU-ed souvenirs of my adveati:--". 


with me as • souvenir, therefore would 
have been oat of the Question. 


As I went along the street one night 


• lady standing on the corner stopped 
me and spoke to me. My first Impulse, 
of course, was to answer her, explain- 
ing, that I could not understand, but I 
stopped myself in time, pointed to my 
ears and mouth ant shook my head. 
Indicating that I was deaf and dumb, 
and she -nodded understanding^ and 
walked on. Incidents of that kind were 
not unusual, and I was alwajA In fear 
that the time would come w%tii some 
Inquisitive and suspicious 'German 
would encounter me and not be so 
easily satisfied. 


There are many things that I saw In 


this city which, for various reasons. It 
is impossible for me to relate nutll 
after the war is over. Some of them, 
I think, will create more surprise; than 
the incidents I am free to reveal now. 


It used to amuse me as I went along 


the streets of this town, looking in 
the shop windows with German sol- 
diers at my side looking at the same 
things, to think how close I was to 
them "and they had no way of knowing. 
I was quite convinced that if I were 
discovered my fate would have been 
death because I not only had the 
forged passport on me, but I bad been 
so many days behind the German line* 
after I had escaped ttyit they couldn't 
safely let me live with the Informal 
tlon I possessed. 


One night I walked boldly across a 


park. I beard footsteps behind me and 
turning round saw two German sol- 
diers. I slowed up a trifle to let them 
get ahead of me. It was rather dark 
and I got a chance to see what a won- 
derful uniform the German military 
authorities have picked out 
Mfe sol- 


diers had not gone more than a few 
feet ahead of me when they disap- 
peared in the darkness like one of 
those melting pictures on the moving 
picture screen. 


As I wandered through the street* I 


frequently glanced in the cafe win- 
dow as I passed. German ofllcers 
were usually dining tifferc, but they/ 
didn't conduct themselves with any- 
thing like the light-heartedness which 
characterizes the allied officers In 
London and Paris. I was rather snr- 
prised at this because in this part ot 
Belgium they were much freer than 
-they would have 
been 
In Berlin, 


where, I understand, food Is compare 
atlvely scarce and the restriction* 
are very strict 


As I have 'said, my own condition Iq 


this city was in some respects wors* 
than it had been when I was making 
my way through the open country. 
While I had a place to sleep and mj; 
clothes were no longer constantly 
soaking, my "opportunities for getting 
food were considerably less thnp theji 
had- been. Nearly all the time I WM 
half famished, and I decided that I 
would get out of there at once, sine* 
I was entirely through with Huyllger, 


My physical condition was greatly 


Improved. 
While the lack of food 


showed Itself on me, I had regained 
some • of my strength, my wound! 
were healed, and 
my ankle WM 


stronger, and although my knees wer* 
still considerably enlarged, I felt that 
I was in better shape than I had been 
at any time since my leap'from tin 
train, and I was 'ready to go through 
whatever was in store for me.

CHAPTER XV. 


Observation* In a Belgian City. 
One night shortly before I left this

I must have been taken for an un- 
social sort of Individual a good many 
times, and If I had encountered the 
same person twice I suppose my con- 
duct might have aroused suspicion. 


I had n first-class observation of the 


damage that was really done by our 
bombs. One ibomb had landed very 
near the main railroad station and If 
It had been only thirty yards nearer 
would have completely demolished it 
As the station was undoubtedly our 
airman's objective I was very much 
Impressed with the accuracy of his 
aim. It Is by no means an easy thing 
to hit a building from the air when

Amonett, secretary of the Association 
announced. 


Records of the Association show 


that since January 1 of this year 244 
head of cattle belong to members 
have been driven across the border. 
Ninety-five of these have -been 
re- 


covered, but that per centage is too 
low and the consequent loss too cost- 
ly to suit the members. 


An inspection of six carloads of 


hides imported through this port for 
Mexico recently revealed 527 hides 
bearing brands of association mem- 
bers which had been illegally sold. 
Xhe aggregate value of the hides was 
$3,000, Cattlemen will have to go 
into court to recover them. 


In addition to the large force of as- 


sociation riders 
who 
have 
been 


guarding the line, 
the 
ranchmen 


have agreed to furnish men to co- 
operate with the patrol and to ride 
themselves if necessary. The opin- 
ion was expressed that unless some 
means of combatting the 
growing 


menace were found, ranchers along 
the border will

abandon cattle raising.

miles from their maternal hearth, 
the American dead, heroes of the 
second battle of the .Marne who have 
succumbed from grievous wounds in 
Paris hospitals, are mourned daily 
by French mothers, fathers or sisters 
who have felt the 
sorrow of 
the 


kindred of these heroes1. 


Daily the funerals leave the city 


hospitals for the little cemetery ded- 
icated to Americans by the city of 
Suresnes, located on a hill to the 
west of Paris overlooking the capital. 
Daily, tho Republican guard in their 
picturesque and historic military at- 
tire marches forth to the funeral to 
bestow France's regard upon these 
Americans. 
American Marines act 


as the guard of honor, and though no 
volley is fired because it is forbidden 
by the French authorities, the Am- 
erican bugler sounds "taps." 


A service is first held in the little 


chapel in the rospital. 
Protestant 


chaplains officiate over, the dead of 
their faith and Catholic priests over 
theirs. 
The hospital organization, 


such as can be spared including the 
nurses; orderlies, clerks and doctors 
attend, the'services 


The bodies are borne 
from 
the 


chapel to ponderous 
army 
motor 


trucks. As each body is brought, to 
the conveyance, 
the 
Republican 


Guard and the Marines execute "pre- 
sent arms." When all -the dead have 
been placed upon their military bier-, 
the procession to the cemetery starts. 
At the head are the chaplains In mo- 
tor tars.

trucks and last the /guard of honor. 


The coffins are draped with Am- 


erican flags. Each one. bears two 
wreaths, one given by the Republic 
of France and another by the City 
of Paris.

FIRST WAR TANK 


Who invented the tank? 
"Easy," you say. "It was an Am- 


erican invention adopted by the Brit- 
ish and then adopted by the Ger- 
mans. 


Wrong—you are thinking merely 


of the tractor machinery—the "cater- 
pillar" arrangement by 
which 
it 
crawls over the ground. And the tank 
in chiefly and essentially an armour- 
ed vehicle for use In warfare. 


As every schoolboy knows, the an- 


cient Britons dyed themselves blue 
and used a war chariot with curved 
knives attached to the hubs. These 
•were armed vehicles. But the first 
armored vehicle used in battle was 
invented and perfected about 1420 
•by John Zizka, a Bohemian noble- 
man and follower of John HUB. In- 
cidentally John's tanks also humbled 
a Hohenzollen. 


You may never have heard of John 


Zizka, but he was undoubtedly the 
greatest military genius of his age 
and the father of modern tactics. 
Certainly nothing could -be more mod- 
ern than his idea for the tank. In- 
deed he had some ideas, forgotten 
lon-g ago, which might even be re- 
vived on the fields of France today. 


Zizka was fighting the full power 


of Rome and, as it turned out, the 
whole of Europe joined a .crusade 
against him. Zizka won. And the way 
he won was this: 


Zizka's Novel Wen. 


His fighting forces consisted al- 


most entirely of townsmen, small 
farmers, and farm laborers used to 
the Iron-mounted flail, the heavy club 
ana the short 
spear. 'With 
these 


forces he had to meet horsemen in 
heavy armor—the picked chivalry of 
Germany and Hungary, His answer 
was the armored wagon. 


The German name for tank is as 


long as a snake—about 10 separate- 
ly articulated syllables spoken like 
a burst of shrapnel. Zlzka's tank al- 
so had a hard 
name—in 
several 


senses. 
It was called the Hradba- 


vozova (pronounced as it is spelled), 
whic hmeans "wagon fort." The wag- 
on fort was iron or steel clad and 
was drawn by horses. When the Bo- 
hemian tank corps was on the de- 
fensive, however, the wagons could 
be opened so that even the horses 
could find protection inside. Women 
and children, habituated to traveling 
with the Bohemian army, also gath- 
ered within and often sent their ar- 
rows through the loopholes. 


Used Artillery, Too. 


Against an attack of horsemen the 


wagon forts were linked together by 
heavy iron chains and in four-deep 
columns formed a practically invul- 
nerable defense. 
On the 
offensive 


they were terrible engines for they 


carried artillery. Zizka placed on the 
seats, next to the drivers, his picked 
marksmen, who soon became the ter- 
ror of the Gerans. Their pieces were 
the bombards then just coming Into 
use. But the tank corps also carried 
a few heavy guns—unwieldly weap- 
ons which would be toys today, but 
which set up among the intrench- 
ruents of the iron wagon forts got to 
moving well across the smooth Bo- 
hemian fields Zizka used to direct 
his drivers on the end of the line to 
speed up, thus flanking the enemy— 
a manuver which was considered ex-
